dated Tien Tsin, ' Aug. 6, recounts a 
reconnoissance that morning by the 
Japanese beyond Hsiku, the result being 
that the enemy was developed in strong 
force, well fortified at Wei Ho.

Chinese were superior in numbers and 
after facing the tire of seven guns the 
Japanese retired in Hsiku, with three 
killed and twenty-seven wounded, but 
having captured 200 horses.

Porto 151 co it was a common custom 
to rent a burial place in the ceme- 
teries and to demand a renewal of the 
rent from year- to year after the first 
five years. 
A failure to promptly pay 


the renewal resulted in the disinter- 
ment of the body and the throwing 
of the skull and bones promiscuously 
into a common bcne heap to bo there- 
after forever exposed to the gaze of 
the curious and to the action of the 
elements. This custom was discontin- 
ued upon tin order issued by the mili- 
tary governor, making it unlawful to. 
disinter bodies without a special per- I 
mit from the governor general and ! 
then only for tlie purpose of reinter- 
ment. 


Under Spanish rule the island was 


scov.i-gcd with disease, tine to Insani- 
tary conditions and to a lack of care 
for the people by those in authority.

over to the island government for pay- 
ing: the expenses of running that gov- 
ernment, so that the 15 per cent of 
the tariff does not burden the people 
at all. 


\Vhon Porto Uieo was'storm swept, 


the quick response of out- people to the 
cry of distress and the liberal sending 
of tons of thousands of tons of sup- 
plies for the stranded victims of the 
storm gave-evidence of the true feel- 
ing which this country entertained 
toward tlie new possession. A loy'al 
lady of Pan Juan remarked that "the 
United States is great because it is 
liberal; it is prosperous" because It is 
humane."

Under Spanish rule the money of the 


island was subject to the most ex- 
traordinary fluctuations. When the 
planter needed money to pay his help 
and for supplies, the peso would be 
held at 00 cents in gold, and as soon 
us the money had passed into the 
hands of the men whom the planter 
had owed the value of the same peso 
declined to 42 cents. 
This ruinous 


variation in money has been made to 
give place to certainty and stability 
by changing the currency of the is- 
land to United States currency. 


Under the rule of Spain the mass 


of the people dared not make an o.nt- 
cry against any oppression. The bak- 
ers of San Juan testified that their 
hours of labor were from 4 o'clock p. 
m. until 12 o'clock noon of the follow- 
ing day and that they w.orked every 
day in the year. Other artisans gave 
similar testimony. With American oc- 
cupation shorter hours were demanded 
without fear, and fair dealing began 
to take the place of the ancient wrong.

Passenger On Milwaukee 


Road Crashes Into a 


Switch Engine. 


HEAD END SMASH UP 


Engineer BertS'chlater and Gus 


Abendroth of Janesville 


Are Killed. 


NO ONE ELSE WAS 
INJURED 


The city was startled about 1 o'clock 


this afternoon by the report of an awful 
accident on the Milwaukee road. 
At 


once crowds began to flock to the scene 
of the disaster from all parts of the 
town. 


It was found that Engineer E. P. 


Schlater and Ficetnan Gns Abendrptb, 
both residents of this city, had been in- 
stantly killed, but no one else had been 
hurt. 
The escape of the switch engite 


crew was miraculous. The 
people in 


the passanger train 
were 
somewhat 


shaken up, but sustained no harm. 


Collided With n. Switch Engine. 


Trainee. 105 of the C.JVL & St. P. 


road due to Janesville at 12:55 collided 
with a switch engine pushing five loaded 
cars of coal in the yard toward the city. 
The accident took place about torty 
rods north of the Bluff street viaduct. 
The engine of the passenger train was 
badly demolished, 
the '' tender being 


driven through the front of the baggage 
car, 
and the engineer and fireman 


crushed between the boiler head and the 
coal gangway. 


The passenger train consisted nt two 


coaches and aiba'gg'agV car, in charge of 
C. H. Spencer, of Madison, engineer, E. 


• P. Schlater and Fireman Gus Abendroth 


both of -this city.

Passenger Train Going Fast. 


They left the St. Paul station on time 


on their way,to Madison. ? When just 
above the JBluff afreet*yiadn^ct tfiey, naet 
the five coaljaarsjbemg^b^ughi'x to the 
. city in. charge.^Jf^ Switcij.fBani.iT'entcri 
Winans, the switch engine being in 
charge of Engineer Kogers and Fireman 
Sullivan. 


. The passenger train was going at a 


high rate of speed rind before the train 
could be checked the/passenger engine 
plunged into the bead box car of coa!, 
smashing the end of the car to pieces 
and scattering.coal in all directions. 


The passenger engine was telescoped, 


the cab being torn oft and the -boil'.r 
head driven back into the tender pinning 
the engineer,ap.d fireman between the 
boiler head and the si9e of the tender, 
killing them instantly. 


Wieekers qu'ilie.-Scenc. 


Word was at once sent to the city and 


the railroad stations notified, and a 
crowd of officials were soon oc the scene 
of the wreck. 
; 


P. J. O'Brien, assistant 'superinten- 


dent of the C. &'N. W. B. K., immediate- 
ly dispatched the la>'ge switch engine of 
the company which was transferred to 
the St. Paul tracks to the scene of the 
wreck. 


The switch, engines were hitche:! to 


each end of the wreck and the telescop- 
ed coal car dragged off the front of the 
passenger engine. 


A chain was fastened to the pilot of 


the passenger engine by the St. Paul 
switch engine and the Northwestern en- 
gine was hitched to the rear of the bag- 
gage car and by hauling in opposite di- 
rections the tender of the passenger en- 
gine was pulled away from the boiler 
and the rescuers were enabled to extract 
the bodies of the dead engineer and fire- 


- man from the wreck. 


Body ol 
Sclilutci- Terribly Ttruiseil. 


The body of Engineer Schlater was 


terribly burned and 'bruised, and stood 
in an upright position in the tender, his 
back to the boiler head, the lower part 
of his body being covered with coal, the 
upper part being exposed to view. 


Fireman,, AbeDdroth lay on the left 


side of the tender, his body partly cov- 
ered with.coal and his . head /exposed to 
view. 


The passenger 
engine 
was badly 


wrecked, the front end being smashed 
in. the pilot 
demolished, half of the 


smoke stack gone, and the. upper works 
badly smashed where it ploughed into 
the coal car. 
The cab was entirely torn 


away, the weight of the train behind the 
engine and the weight ot the moving 
cars in front, crushing it together like 
paper: 


Two 1'opnliir Young M<;n 


Engineer E. PI Schlater lives at 112 


Madison street in this city and is one of 
the oldest engineers in the employ, of 
the road. He leaves a widow and six 
children, who left this morning for, a 
visit to Mineral Point and he was going 
to join them tonight on his return from 
his run. 


August Abendrotb, the fireman, is a 


son of Gustave'Abendioth of 109 Ter- 
race street and was one of the trusted 


employes of the company. 
Whan the 


bodies of the engineer and fireman'were 
taken out of the wrsck the watch of 


j Fireman Abendroth was found to have 
stopped at 1:12-1, which must have, been 
close to the time the crash cnine that 
eaded their existance. 


"Where "Wreck Occurred 


The plticn where the wreck occurred 


is in the yard limits of the St. Paul 
road and is not more than a half a mile 
from the center of the city. 
At a point 


a short ways below where the wreck oc- 
r.urred the track makes ft curve and nu- 
merous box cars along the side tracks 
prevented the engineer of the pastenger 
train 
from seeing the 
approaching 


switch engine and cars until it was too 
late to stop. He applied the air Brakep, 
but was going too fast to stop the train 
and crashed into the box cars almost at 
full speed. 
After he saw the danger he 


either did not have time to jump cr did 
not try to and was carried to his death. 


The ssvitch engine and yard crew had 


been out to the North Blurl street yards 
after coal, and hud left the side track 
and run ontu'the main track with five 
cars of coal and started for the city. 
They were , flying at 
a good rate of 


speed when all at once the switchman 
saw the passenger 
engine dash* into 


view, coming toward them swifty. He 
immediately set two brakes, signalled 
the engineer and crew of the switch en- 
gine and jumped to the ground, just be 
fore the passenger engine struck them. 


Baggage Car liuclly Su-asluMl. 


The baggage car was badly smashed, 


the entire front end being crushed, the 
bick ol the tender coming through in 
the car. When the crash came, Express 
Messenger W. B. Evans was sitting in 
his end of the car nearest the engine 
and the. next thing he knew be was un- 
der the end of the tender and the broken 
end of the car. 
By some miracle ho was 


uninjured and crawled out of danger.

gaged in throwing up earthworks at 
Pel Tsang and preparing to make a 
stubborn resistance against

vance of the foreigners. That the re- 
lief expedition should have been able 
to move on and take Yangtsun, which 
•svas regarded as the 
best 
strategic 


point between 
Tientsin and Pekin, 


shows to military authorities that the 
allies have a thorough understanding 
of the campaign they are conducting 
and also that the imperial troops are 
more or less "demoralized 
since 
the 


fight at Tientsin, and unable to make 
a-n effective stand. 


Yangtsun is the town which Gen. 


Chaffee indicated in his dispatch as be- 
ing the objective of the international 
forces on their then pending move- 
ment. It. is at the junction of the Pei- 
ho and the railroad leading to Pekin. 
Its capture will insure to the interne 
tional troops, it is hoped, two routes 
of transportation to Pekin. It is IV. 
miles from Tientsin.

More Glory fop Russians. 


Shanghai,' Aug. 10.—The Russians, 


after a terrific "battle with the Chinese 
at New Chwang, have captured the 
city, reports the courier of Hearst's 
Chicago American. 


The Russians carried the forts by 


storm and fought the Chinese "in their 
trenches, which were constructed, with 
great ingenuity. The defensive works 
of the Chinese were, very formidable. 
They were also greatly 
superior in 


numbers to the attacking force, but 
•were badly led and gathered in great 
masses, which were torn tp pieces by 
the "Russians' shells and mowed down 
by their rifle fire. After capturing the 
defensive works the Russians took pos- 
session of the native city" and 
de- 


stroved it by fire.

CHINA AITKALS TO JAPAN. 


Tckin Rulor Says Ciumtries Arc Threat- 


cued. 


Victoria, Aug. 10.—Japanese papers 


publish a letter received by tbe em- 
peror o£ Japan f-rom the emperor of 
China, much on the lines of those sent 
to other powers, with-this addition: 


"We are oi' the opinion that the 


western powers at present are rivals 
while China and Japan hold the bal- 
ance in the far e-ist. Those countries 
which are waiting their chance to se- 
cure new possessions are 
watching 


not only China in the far east. Should 
China fail to stay or oppose western j 
invaders, Japan may have her inde- 
pendence threatened. Thus China and 
Japan stand on the same footing. We 
should cast aside any small differences 
and try to preserve continued national 
existence of our two countries. China 
is now fully occupied in dispatching 
troops for the suppression of rioters 
and an alliance with a country whose 
destiny lies along the same lines as 
hers will succeed 
in, dispelling the 


troubles and restoring order." 


In his reply, after reading China a 


lesson on international law, the em- 
peror of Japan says: 


"If the Chinese government prompt- 


ly relieves the foreign ministers be- 
fore the foreign troops undertake the 
task it will show that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is not inclined to undertake 
open hostilities with the powers and 
the disaster impending on the Chinese 
government may thereby be. averted. 
The Japanese government and Japan 
will not hesitate to assist China if 
necessary. If the Chinese government 
will make efforts to effect'the prompt 
suppression of the rioters and to re- 
lieve the foreign ministers, Japan shall 
protect the interests of China when 
the time for negotiations for 
peace 


with the powers arrives in the future."

Acting Secretary of Stnte Makes Terms 


1'osltlve. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—The measng? 


sent, by the United States to China is 
as follows: 


"We are availing ourselves of the 


opportunity offered by the imperial 
edict of Aug. 5 allowing to the foreign 
ministers 
free 
communication with" 


their respective governments in ci- 
pher, and have sent a communication 
to Minister Conger, to which we await 
an answer. 


"We are already advised by him, In 


a brief dispatch received Aug. 7, that 
imperial troops are. firing daily upon 
the ministers in Pekin. 
We demand 


the immediate cessation of hostile at- 
tacks by imperial troops iipon the le- 
gations, and urge the exercise of ev- 
pry power and energy of the imperial 
government for the protection of the 
legations and all foreigners therein. 


"We are also advised by the same 


dispatch from. Minister Conger that, 
in his opinion, for the foreign minis- 
ters to leave Pekin, as proposed in 
the edict of Aug. 2, would be certain 
death. 
In view of the fact that the 


imperial troops are now. firing upon 
the legations, and in view of the doubt 
expressed by the imperial government 
in its edict of Aug. 2 as to its power 
to restore order and secure absolute 


. safety in Pekin, it is evident that 


this apprehension is well founded, for 
if your government cannot protect our 
minister in Pekin, it will, presump- 
tively, be unable to protect him upon 
a journey from Pekin to the coast.

Now that the advance on Poking has 


beeu begun by the forces of the allied 
powers it is of interest at this time to 
know something about tho leaders of 
the American forces in China—namely, 
General Adua Komanza/Chatfee, who 
Is the chief in command, and General 
Jamts H. Wilson, who is second in 
command. 


For some reason which nobody has 


been able to explain satisfactorily a 
halo of romance has • been thrown 
around General Cbaffce, almost from 
the time he wore shoulder straps. It is 
said he has been tho hero of more ro- 
mantic tales than any other officer in 
the regular service since the civil war. 
The general perhaps knows better 
thau anybody else whether the ma- 
jority of these stories is true, and .in 
speaking of two or three of them one 
ilay not. long ago ho spoke as follows, 
says the Nev.* York Sun. 


''These yarns, like a lot cf others I 


have ht.-ard tf.-Ul about nio, are just 
plain, c-TL-ryrhiy lies. They sound pret- 
ty though, but they're all rot. I'm no 
hero, and, it the plain .hard truth were 
always told, there would bo mighty 
few halos stuck around the heads of 
us army'officers. 
We just go ahead 


and attend to our business like any, 
other business man. We're put iu cer- 
tain places to succeed. If we do suc- 
ceed, there is no particular sense in 
tolling a'lot of heroic lies about us, and 
if we fail—well, God help us." 


But as many stories as have been 


told about General Chalice's valor it is 
somewhat strange that, so far as he 
or his intimate friends have ever 
heard,^ no plain, ordinary biography of 
lilui has ever beeu written or printed. 
; To sketch 
General Cluiffee's 
life, 


iiu'nus its 'incidents, is not a difficult 
task, or is it a long- story. 
He was 


born in Zauesville, O., iu 1S43. 
His 


father was a farmer, and tho sou had 
the ordinary advantages of farmers' 
sons of. the time. Ho went to the-dis- 
trict school, then ho went to an acad- 
emy and then he went to war. He was 
19 years old when the'report of the fir- 
ing on Fort Sumter reached Zauos- 
villc, and without consulting anybody 
he just determined that the country 
needed his services* and he started off 
for the nearest recruiting station aud 
enlisted, not in a volunteer regiment, 
but in the Sixth United States cavalry, 
with which most'of. his service in tho 
army has been connected, which sailed 
on tho same transport with him for 
China. He joined the regiment as a 
private,; he will load it in China as a 
major general of volunteers. 


It was not long after CbaCfeo .enlisted 


that the Sixth cavalry saw plenty of 
active service, andjt.was not long be- 
fore Cliaffee showed that he was net 
of the stuff to remain n private. When- 
ever tho regiment got into a scrimmage 
Chaffee was sure to do something or 
other that won the attention of his offi- 
cers, and it was not long before lie. was 
made a sergeant, aud when tho war 
was over he came out with a lioute^i- 
aut's shoulder straps and a brevet or 
two for particularly gallant conduct 
on particular occasions. 
Ho got his 


captaincy in 1SC7. 


Almost immediately after the war 


Chafi-'eo was sent to Texas with his 
regiment to put down some bush- 
whackers and border thieves who were 
committing depredations in Texas and 
Mexico. 
After that he remained on 


the frpntier fighting Indians, whenever 
they needed lighting, until 1S7G. Then 
he was sent to Now York for a year on 
recruiting duty. 
Then ho joined tho 


regiment in Arizona, fought the battle 
of Big Dry Wash Canyon against the 
Apaches and, just to'remind folks that 
he was still on earth, distinguished 
himself 
once 
more. 
Tho 
federal 


troops were on one side of tho canyon 
nnd tho Indians on the other. 
Chaffee 


was out in front of tho firing lino with 
scouts, and it may be said in passing 
that that is where Chaffee usually is 
when ho has a light on his hands. Tho 
Indians wore 'dropping bullets across 
that canyon in pretty lively style. Sud- 
denly one of tho scouts foil about 100 
foot from where Chaffee was standing. 
.A scout near him said: "There goes 
So-and-so, poor fellow! He's evident- 
ly done for."' 


-. Chaffee looked at the fallen soldier 
very steadily for a minute or two and 
then noticed a movement of the body. 
"He's only wounded," he exclaimed. 
"Come along, aud we'll fetch him in." 
To go out after tho soldier meant to ex- 
pose himself and the men whom ho had 
asked to accompany him to the con- 
centrated fire of all tho redskins ou the 
opposite side of the canyon. 
That 


didn't seem to coutern Chaffoe a par- 
ticle. 
Throwing himself flat on the 


ground, ho crawled toward the. wound- 
ed soldier. The scout followed. Slow- 
ly and somewhat painfully the two 
men crawled along until they reached 
the wounded man. 
With groat diffi- 


culty they half carried, half dragged 
him back within the linos. So thrilled 
were his men with the deed that had 
been performed that they quite forgot 
all about fighting Indians, stopped fir- 
ing and began to cheer. 
This made 


Chnffee furious. Almost dropping his 
end of the burden, he yelled out in 
tones that no man could fail to hear: 


''Shut up that noise and go to shoot- 


ing!'" 


Chaffee was a close student of In- 


idian habits and characteristics, and ho 


had not been fighting on the frontier 
long before he was as clever at some 
of the Indian tricks aa were' the red- 
skins themselves. It is well known, of 
course, that an Indian can follow the 
trail of a man on foot or on horseback 
when most folks would nud nothing to 
Indicate that any living person had 
passed that way. This was one of the 
tricks which Cliaffee acquired. 
He 


could go through woods or dense uu- i 
dorbrush and "follow a trail by noticing 
broken twigs or branches brushed one 
sido or in a hundred other ways known 
chieliy to the American Indian. 


Chat'l'ee served with the Sixth cavalry 


until .Inly, 1SSS, more than a quarter 
of a century, when he was made a 
major and assigned to the Ninth (col- 
ored) cavalry. He was with the Ninth 
for the next nine years, when he was 
again promoted and became the lieu- 
teuriut colonel of tho Third cavalry ou 
June 1, 1S07. Ho was serving with the 
Third when the war with Spain began. 
General officers wore needed, and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Chaffee was one of the 
first to be appointed a brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers. 
He was commis- 


sioned on May 4, 1S98, and commanded 
a brigade.from Las Gnasimas to El 
Cauoy. It was at El Ciui.cy that the 
general fought his lar-; fight aud won 
new laurels. Many'stories have been 
told about Chaffee's marvelous nerve 
nud bravery during thnt battle.' He 
himself is tiio nuUiority for the state- 
ment that not more than one-third of 
the stories that have beeu told and 
written about him are true. 


No matter how much General Chaf- 


fee may try, he will not be able -alto- 
Koth.er to belittle his performances dur- 
ing the-.war iu Cuba. For instance, no 
matter what he may say of it, bis 
brother officers will not'forget a certain 
performance of his one night at Siuitl- 
igo. It was before the attack on the 
city had been made, aud Sampson's 
hips were lying outside the harbor 
entrance, ready to smash Cervera's 
fleet as soon as-it should ever make the 
attempt to come out. Much had been 
said about the strength of the fortifica- 
tions about Morro castle. As a matter 
of fact, however, nobody knew exactly 
how strong they were, and, what was 
much more to the point, there were no 
maps to show the best way by which 
ti land attack cotild be made while 
Sampson was attacking, if he did at- 
tack, from the soa. Chaffoe know this, 
and one evening he just disappeared 
for awhile, nobody knowing what had 
become of him. After a little he cams 
back,' and one of the officers asked 
whore lie had been. 


"Oil, I just went out to walk off my 


dinner," was Cliaffce's rc.ply. Then he 
pulled out of his pocket a number of 
papers, upon 
which 
were 
rough 


sketches. He laid thorn out before the 
officers and suid, "Here's something 
we may need bi'Core we get through 
with this business." And then he ex- 
plained that he had discovered two 
trails loading to Morro castle, had 
made sketches of them as best ho 
could, without knowing very much of 
what he was drawing on account of tbo 
darkness, and kept ou until he had got 
actually within the Spanish lines. 


"Suddenly," said Chaffoe, "I hoard a 


sentinel cough, and it nearly scared 
me to death. I didn't know I had got 
so far, and I put back as quickly as 1 
could." ' Then he lighted, a cigar and

proceeded to correct his drawings. As 
it turned out, they were never needed, 
but tho person who told this story to 
the reporter—this is one of tho stories 
that are true—said they would have 
boon of invalnabloassistanco had a land 
attack on Morro at Santiago beeu nec- 
essary, and by the aid they would 
have given it might have beon possible 
to completely surprise the Spanish gar- 
rison. 


As a commander General Chaffee is 


a strict disciplinarian, but not in any 
sense a martincti Ho requires of his 
moil just as much as he requires of 
himself and no more. Ho expects ev- 
ery member of his command to do his 
duty in. as painstaking a manner as 
ho doos it himself. The care which ho 
takes of his men, tho consideration 
which ho shows them' and the fact 
that he never has yet asked one oi! 
thorn to go whore he wouldn't go him- 
solf have made him loved with a strong 
love by every man who has ever serv- 
ed under him. Torlinps the best illus- 
tration of what his men think of him 
was the remark made by .old Sergeant 
Woodiiall of the' Sixth clivalry when 
ho was dying after the battle of El 
Caney. 
He had received a mortal 


wound and knew that'lie didn't have 
long to livo. 
Turning to one of the 


mo.ir who wero sitting by him, the old 
sergeant wild: 


"It's bei-ii :i pretty long service I've 


had, 
:iml I've hsul some pretty close 


calls, but. they've .c'ot mo now. 
Of 


course, he's bi:sy lit the front, but I do 
wish I could see tl.;e 'old r.:an' just once 
before I go. 
It'.s worth something to

General (T.aVI'iv has n wonderful re- 
gard for the live;; oi' the men under 
him. 
ll is for that reason probably that 


it i;; -said of him that lie never goes 
into battle v.-it!:;;;;T having first known 
of his own knowledge as much of the 
strength and pus-.iiiou of the enemy 
as it is possible to ascertain. It is be- 
cause of thin fact that' his mon give 
him their couliilon.ee so unreservedly. 


It has been said of General Wilson 


that in some respects- he was the 
greatest cavalry gcnornl of tho war, 
Sheridaui not exeepted. Since ho was 
graduated from West Point it has been 
his lot to have commanded larger 
bodies of troops than has General 
Cliaffee, and it lias been said of him 
that he was one of the most skillful 
tacticians of tho civil war. 
However 


nil this may be, regular army officers 
are agreed,' and this is the wonder, 
that Chaffee and Wilson will add a 
new luster to American arms in the 
land of tea and Boxers.
